THE APPOINTMENT OF INSPECTORS PRO- 
HIBITED BY THE TARIFF ACT. 


Congress Has Made Ne Apprepriation 
for Their Cempensatien, and They 
Cannet Serve Withoet Pay—Fuall Text 
of Mr. Carlisie’s Letter te Senator 
Caffrey. ~ 


WasHINGTOS, Sept. 11,.—Senator Carlisle. 
in a letter to-day addressed to Senator Caf- 
frey of Louisiana, officially decided that un- 
der the new tariff lawit would be unlawful 
to appoint inspectors, weighers and testers 
of bounty sugars under the McKinley act and 
further that Congress, having made no ap- 
plication forthe employment of such off- 
Clals, the laws ofthe United States prohibit 
the employment of such persons to serve 
without pay. The letter in full is as follows: 

dave carefully considered your favor of

I, 1890, and have reached the conciusion 
that under existing legislation the depar'- 
ment has no power to appoint or pay any 
officers for the performance of the duties in 
dicated. 

**Paragraph 187 of the act entitled, ‘An act 
to reduce the taxation, to provide revenue 
for the Government, aud for other purposes, 
which Decamealawop the 2th of August 
last, provides, ‘That so much of the act on 
titled An act to uce revenue, equalize 
Guties and for other purposes, approved 
Oct. 1, 1890, as provides for end au- 
thorizes the issue of licenses to produce 
sugar, and forthe payment ofa bounty to 
the producers of sugar from beets, sorghum 
or sugar cane grown In the United States, or 
from maple sap produced in the United 
States be, and the same ie hereby repealed, 
and hereafter it shall be usiewful to tissue 
any license to produce sugar or to pay any 
bounty for the productiog of sugar of any 
Kind under the said act.’ 

**Whatever may he the correct construc- 
tion of this clause as to the authority of the 
Secretary of the Treasury to pay bounty on 
— actually produced while the act of 
Oct. 1, 1890, remained in force, I 
think it was clearly the legislative in- 
tention that no bounty should de 
paid on sugar produced after the repeal; 
and if no bounty isto be paid on such sugar, 
it is not reasonable to suppose that the ap- 
pointment of inspectors, weighers, ete., was 
contemplated. Moreover, Congress has 
made no appropriation for the employment 
of such officiais, and the laws of the United 
States prohibit the appointment of officers 
to serve without pay or to be paid by others 
than the Government itself 


FREE ALCOHOL.

Great Pressure Hrought te Bear os the 
Natieual Aatheritties. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. i11.—Great pressure 
continues upon the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and the Commissioner of the Internal 
Revenue fora decision as to whether any 
regulations will be made looking to the en- 
forcement of that clause of the new tariff 
bill providing for free alcohol for use in the 
arts and in medicinal preparations. A 


committee of the National Association of 
Gruggists are at present engaged in the 
formulation of some tentative regulations 
which will be submitted to Secretary Car- 
lisie Thursday net. Meantime the Com- 
missioner of internal Revenue is besieged by 
firms interested in the manufacture of 
medicinal preparations in which aicokoil is 
used, Of varnishes and other medicinal sub- 
stances requiring alcohol as a solvent, the 
distillers of wood alcohol and the distillers 
of whisky, allof which bave a vital interest 
in the nal decision. From the stasdpoiat of 
the Treasury many millions of revenue are 
Involved, as it is claimed under the free 
alcohol clause, ifit should go into effect, a 
portion of the whisky would be in the form 
of slightly adulterated medicinal prepera- 
tions. The general impression among the 
ofmficiais at the Treasury Department, who 
are familiar with the situation, is that Secre- 
2 Carlisle will be unadie to overcome the 
diMiculties in hie path, and that without 
money and means it will be impossible for 
him to put the free alcohol provision of the 
bill in effect untill means are provided by 
Congress aud so the question of repealing 
the provision would be considered.

A Brief Description of the Works at the 
Great Falls. 


Frem the Boston Transcript, 

Here is a concise description of the elec- 
trical works at Niagara Falls: The supply 
canal leaves the river about 7,000 feet above 


the falls, It is 188 feet wide and 12 feet deep, 
with cut stone walls. From this canal water 
asses by gates and penstocks to the tur- 
nes. At present the wheel-pit is con- 
structed only on the western side of the 
canal. This pit is 21 feet wide, 179 feet deep 
and 150 feet long, and the turbines are now 
being placed in the nor*hern end of it. The 
penstocks which supply the turbines are 76 
feet in dlameter, and the _ turbines 
themselves, each of which is double, take 
the water at the center and discharge out- 
wardly.

OF SURPASSING BEAUTY. 


The Gowns, Wraps and Fabrics Shown 
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| An Important Report From the Agri-

WASRINGTOX, D. C., Sept. 11.—The results 
of investigations dealing with the serious 
question of tuberculosis in cattle from both 
economical and sanitary standpoints are 
embodied im an important report of the 
Agricultural Department, prepared by Theo- 
bald Smith, Ontet of the Animal Pathology 
Division. It reviews the examinations, dis- 


cusses the history and character of tubercu- 
losis and presents many valuable suggestions 
for the diagnosis and prevention of the dis- 
ease. The report in substance is as follows: 

In making tests the temperature of the in- 
spected animal should be taken every two 
hours, at least six or seven times before 
making the injections, as without a knowl- 
edge of the variations before the injections it 
is frequently impossible to estimate cor- 
reetly the value of the elevations of temper- 
ature. The change of temperature in 
an animal during the course of the 
Gay is frequently so great that if the varia- 
tion is not astermined and the temperature 
is taken only onee before a tuberculosis injec- 
tion it is merely a matter of chance if 
a high temperature, natural to the animal 
and independent of tne action of the tuber- 
culin injection,is not erroneously taken for a 
reaction. The most convenient place for an 
injection is the side of the neck, where the 
skin is thin, and a large, strong needle gives 
much more satisfaction than a small, fine 
one. seven or eight hours after the injection 
the temperature should again be taken, and 
from then on every two hours until a decided 
reaction. 

The summarized facts bearing on tudereu - 
losis in the lungs are: Primary infection 
through the air is more frequent under ex- 
isting conditions than any other mode of in- 
fection; early stages of the disease may 
consist of glandular affections only; extent 
and rapidity of the Gisease depends at least 
in part upon the number of tubercule bae- 
ein inbaled either within short or long 
periods of time; tubuculosis of the lungs is 
not necessarily associated with any other 
recognizable lung affection as a 
pre-existing, tavoring condition. 
1 uberculosts of the liver is 
probably in most cases a result of food in- 
fection. Tuberculosis of the serious mem- 
brane seems to cause less damage to the an- 
imals affecteu. It takes place principally by 
escape of baccilll from some ‘orms of the 
disease sitvated under one of the serous cev- 
erings, as lungs, liver, intestines and asso- 
clated lymph gfinds, It does not appear 
probable that organs are invaded to any ex- 
tent by tuberculosis starting on their serous 
covering. Ie tubercule baccilll appear to 
be usually carried in lymph channels with 
the current, but acase of evidently retro- 
grade movement of the Daccilli has been 
noticed. The virus of the tuberculosis does 
not vegetate in the blood, its presence there 
being accidental. 

In the more advanced stage of the disease 
infection of the blood may occur repeatedly. 
Generalized infection may be recognized by 
the discovery of disease in organs Dot acces- 
sible tothe virus in any other way than 
through the circulation, or in the ge 
giands of such organs. Tuberculosis of the 
subcutaneous lyymph glands, and of those 
situated in the muscular tissue of the trunk 
and limbs, is universallyfaccepted as indica- 
tive ofthe generalized disease. Such glands 
may be infected from -without, but infection 
continuous during several hours has oc- 
curred, or until eighteen or twenty hours 
bave passed siace the time ofthe injection. 

The report suggests that a careful inspec- 
tion of all dairy herds wit the object of de- 
tecting and removing all advanced cases of 
tuberculosis and especially of cows with dis- 
eased parts, would probably exclade the sale 
of most infected milk. ODservations show 
that occasionally the presumably mixed milk 
of dairies may contain enough tubercie 
— to prove fatal to guinea pigs in two 
months.

The im- 
portance of reducing the amount of infec- 
tion in a herd dy all possible means and 
Keeping it permanently reduced is one nec- 
essary condition forthe successful eradica- 
tion of tubercalosis,’’ 

Generalized infeetion, both chronic and 
acute, has obtained considerable attention 
Oowilugto its important Dearing on the in- 
fectiousness of meat and milk. In all cases 
of generalized disease the milk should be re- 
gardedas dangerous. The difficulty from 
the practical standpoint Nes in the recog- 
nition of the generalized imfection during 
life. Withthe meat the question is simple 
and resolves itself into thorough inspection 
ofevery carcass at the abbattoir by trained 
inspectors, and with the living animal there 
are only a few guides, such as the condition 
ofthe udder lymph glands or fragment of 
some superficial lymph glands, 

The region of the throatand of the small 
Intestines are more likely to absorb tuber- 
cule baecilll early in life than later on, while 
the lungs seem to become withage the pre- 
ferred seat of the disease. Demonstration of 
this assumption is complicated by the fact 
that calves are more exposed to food infec- 
tion than adult animals, because of the 
Gangers of tubercule baccilli in the milk. 
There is every reason to Delieve that most of 
the tuberculosis of cattle is not demonstrated 
at or before birth, but is contracted 
by contagion later on in lite. Cattle owners 
should pay special attention tothe condition 
of udders, disease which is particularly dan- 
gerous, because the milk at first appears

New York, Sept. 11.—Elisha M. Felton, one 
of the organizers of the Oordage Trust, has 
met with several commercial disasters re- 
cently. The collapse of the Industrial Land 


Development Co. of New Jersey is the, last 
which bas overtaken him. 
winding up its affairs, having issued notices 
to its stockholders to that effect. 

The industrial Land Co. was organized 
several years to dispose of Cape May. N. J., 
property. They purchased from Ohas. R. 
Colwell of Philadelphia a tract of land con- 
taining 35,000 acres, and dividing it into 
bulldiag lots, advertised their sales as dar- 
gains. The seheme was to sell the lots to 
wage earners inthe large cities on the in- 
stallment plan, tempting them with glowing 
accounts of the possibilities of the place. 

The company advertised the price of lots 
as $200. Several hundred lots Were sold to 
workmen in this city., Philadelphia, Brook 
lyn and Newark. Thousands of dollars were 
paid in by those workingmen. Now they 
have received notices that they pay $80 or 
they eannot secure deeds to the property 
and whatever money they bave pald hither- 
to will de lost. 

The Newark lot buyers have formed a com- 
mittee to institute a sult tosee whether this 
is a legal procedure.

And only 
through these doctrines can the dangers of 
hy pnotis be averted, since legislation, 
while a ing penalties, will not alter or cur- 
tall private acts of selfishness and greed.

THE WERT MURDER. 


Trial of George NN. Henson at Chatta- 
. noogsa.- . 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Sept. 
of George N. Henson, President of 
the Citizens’ Bank and Trust 
for the murder Fed. 5 last 
J. B. Wert in this city 
opened yesterday afternoou andis attracting 
intense interest. Wert was a prominent in- 
surance man and a higheofiictal in the 
Methodist Church and was made oo- 
respondent in a Dill fled July, 1898, dy 
Henson for divorce from his wife on grounds 
ofaduitery. The Dill created endless scan- 
dal, and was later withdrawn because of the 
family odlum that would always attach to 
Henson’s innoceat children. However, the 
church investigated the charges and ex- 
pelled Wert, then an elder and church treas- 
urer. Wert grew desperate after 
his expulsion irom the charch and 
gave up his business. Friends watched him 
constantly to prevent him from carrying out 
alleged threats to ki Henson on 
sight. The latter was warn by some 
half dozen ople of Wert’s threats, and 
armed himself. At midday, Feb. 5, 1604, the 
two met by chance in an elevator cage in 
the Richardson ye Henson drew a 
pistol and shot Wert dead.

The Oyster, His Growtl and the Enemies 
Incountered Before Meeting You. 


This isthe sign now becoming familiar on 
the streets. Those whe eat these oysters 
will be interested in some of the facts eon- 
cerning the oyster. The enemy encountered 
before meeting the gourmand is the drum 
Ssh. 

The drum Osh fliustrates one of the curi- 
ous freaks of nature. Usually when nature 
arms an hereditary enemy of some other 
living thing it is equipped with means to 


conceal its approach, The feet of a heron 
fold up so that when it walks in the water it 
sticks its legs in like the point of a Enife and 
the webs open out under the water. The 
tiger approachesits prey noiselessly and the 
chamelion adapsitseif to the color of the 
tree so that it cannot De seen. 

But this interestingiprinciple of nature is 
reversed inthe case of the drumfish. the 
drumfish notifies the oyster of its approach. 
Itis provided with a natural drum, which it 
beats, and whena shoal of drumfish come 
along they make a noise like a ffe and drum 
corps. But the drumming does not help the 
oyster the least Dit, because the oyster can- 
not run away. He hears the drummers com- 
ing. Theirloud booming cam de heard on 
aay oysterbed ona still night. 

Quite different is the method of the star- 
fish. Hetsanother hereditary enemy of the 
oyster. Thestarfish gives no notice of his 
approach. 

The star fish has no dones and is Ike a 
piece of rubber. There is nbardiy any limit to 
the stretch of its mouth. He can keep on 
stretching his mouth until itenvelopes the 
largest oyster. Then he begins to contract 
his mouth as it goes under theshell of the 
oyster until it closes on the other side. In 
thiseventthe star fish is spread about the 
oyster like a thin layer of Nest and although 
the oyster is larger than the star fish yet he 
finds himeelf, tu his infinite amazement, in 
the stomach of the latter. 

Here an interesting process begins. The 
star fish squeezes and squeezes until the oys- 
ter sets up whata fisherman the other dar 
called a holler. the oyster in his agony 
as the vise-like grip of the star fish closes in 
about him opens his mouth just one littie 
dit and the moment he does so he is gone. 
For the star fish is loaded with a sort of 
poison for just this emergency. 

He has a little bill ilke a hypodermic 
syringe. This is slipped in between the shelis 
of the oyster the minute he opens them and 
a deadening liquid injected. This deprives 
the oyster of all further flight, andthe star- 
fish simply sucks him out from his shell. 
Ihen the starfish uprolis his stomach and 
makes off with the dainty morsel, leaving 
the empty shell for the disgusted planter of 
the oyster to haul to the surface. 

Your oyster must be at least three years 
old. Youcantakeup the shell and count 
each year of growth. It seems funny to a 
good many people that the oyster should not 
only grow in size, but that the shell should 
also grow with him. The shell only grows 
frontwards. All the Increase is made about 
the lips by the laying on of thin layers of 
shell trom lime extracted from the water. 
Where the hinge is there is never any ma- 
terial growth. 

By the way, very few people are aware 
that the tall end of an oyster contains its 
mouth, The oyster feediag at the wrong 
end gets his food ina nicely purified condi- 
tion, as it must first pass through a multi- 
tude of giils ana thin lips, which clear it of 
many ingredients, 

The stronghola of the oyster isin his ab- 
ductor muscle. That is the scientific name 
of the thick. heavy muscle which holds both 
shells together, ana it is here that all the 
physical strength of the oyster is concen- 
trated. His heart, his lungs, his stomach 
and other organs are scattered about in a 
curious mecley, seemingly neld together by 
9 Aliments.

nails, This is said to arise from the fact that 
. oyster beds of England lie over copper

Here is a pointer for you: When you order 
oysters at your club or restaurant tell the 
walter that you want them served on ‘*the 
deep shell.“ One shell of an oyster is fat 
and another is round. If served on the flat 
shell all the juice is lost, Dat when served om

years growled at the door, and her desperate 
ingenuity to make the path easy for ne 
poor Babe of Genius. In ber w 
agonies sue turns to ner husband Siways 
with cries for eonsolation and says: I can- 
not tell how gentle and good Mr. Car 10 is. 
He is as busy as ever, but he stud my 
comfort and peace as he never did before, 

At the same time he is taking sorrowfal 
note of the fact that she is more careful of 
his comforts than in her busiest days of 
health.
